After sweltering in the heat for hours, 


!'t'ne population observed ominous cloud* 
:,an the northern heavens and occasional 
flashes of lightning and peals of thun- 
der, forstalled a storm. It was a few 
minutes before it broke, preceded by 
wind and .then torrents of rain. 


Terrific was the wind,.direct from the 


northwest, carrying with it great sheet* 
of 'water. 
There was a. panic, in the 


north .parts of the city and score* of 
people rushed to their cellars.

DROWNS IN TWO INCH DITCH 


Washburn, Wis., Man Found Dead in 


Shallow Stream in 
Gutter—Thought 


Slightly Intoxicated. 


A sad and possibly fatal accident hap- 


pened about eleven o'clock this morning 
at Main stroct bridge when David Jen- 
kins of Eighth'street,, was struck by a 
bicycle ridden by Emil Brandt of 612 
Wisconsin street and knocked

ground. Mr. Jenkins, who is eighty years 
of age, had been down to the harbor and 
had. just been talking to Harbor Master 
Griffith when he decided to cross the 
street. He stood for a minute back of 
one of the big iron girders on the end 
of the bridge, which hid him from view 
of any one coming across the structure. 
After standing there a moment he stepp- 
ed off the curbing and was struck by the 
bicycle. The impact of the blow threw 
Mr. Jenkins to one side, so that when he 
fell his head hit the stone curbing with 
such force that it cut a, bad gash nnd 
rendered him unconscious. Mr. Griffith 
and several bystanders who happened to 
witness the accident quickly picked the 
injured man up and carried him into the 
bridge shanty where everything possible 
was done for him pending the arrival 
of the doctor who had been called during 
the meantime. A short time after the 
accident Dr. Xott arrived and took the 
injured 
man to his home on

street in his automobile, where he is rest- 
ing easy this afternoon, but on account 
of the advanced age of Mr. Jenkins grave 
fears are entertained forjiis recovery as 
the shocks was a severe one.

"A great deal has been said about 


making the-work.of schools of'all grades 
practical," Dr. Shero admitted.- "I would 
regard that education be practical which 
fits one for taking an intelligent part in . 
the life of the community. The schools 
should develop men and women as well 
as money getters. 


"It seems to me that in a secondary 


course of study, provision should be made 
for work in history 
throughout 
four 


years, giving the opportunity 
for the 


studv of ancient, mediaeval and modern 
European, English and advanced Amer- 
ican history. Tf taught in a. proper way , 
that study would prove a valuable prep- 
aration for the understanding of public 
questions and 'policies in which all citi- 
zens ought to be interested. 


"English should 1* taught in sucll-fc 


way as-to'give the pupil rea'diness, ac- 
curacy and discrimination in the use of 
the language and an appreciation of the 
best in'its literature. It would seem as 
if any person who has had a secondary 
or hijth school training ought to be able 
to write a letter correctly spelled arid 
appropriately and accurately expressed. 
Thtre should also be that power of speak- 
ing and reading plainly. 
Such accom- 


plishments are quite as 
practical 
;a» 


bookkeeping or commercial arithmetic. 


"I do not think that it is necessary 


to make great changes in the studies 
which are 
ordinarily 
taught 
in 
the 


schools; the change, may well be in the* 
way of teaching what we have. 


•'Just as in the business .'iife there is 


that concentration of effort by which men. 
accomplish more in the Munc length of 
ime. so it is important to cultivate the' 
rower of concentration in study."

The home grown cucumber and the egg 


plant are both recent arrivals in the lo- 
al market and ' it is thought that the 
shipped tomatoes which have been on 
the local markets for the post month, 
will be entirely displaced by the home 
grown tomatoes by the end of next week. 
The home grown tomatoes are said to 
)e very good. 


Melon Market Active. 


The melon market is exceptionally ac- 


tive. The osage melons have just arriv- 
ed. They are selling according to size 
from 10 to 25 cents. These melons are 
said to be superior in their abundance 
of yellow meat. 


The California melons arc also on the 


market. They come direct from Braw- 
ey, the famous 
California shipping 


point and «ell for about 10 cents apiece. 


The best of the melons, however, come 


the nearest to the Colorado. Rocky Ford 
melons, which will arrive ia the local 
markets soon. The New Mexico melons 
are selling for 15 cents. It is thought 
that the Rocky Ford melons will be on 
the market in about ton days. 


Better Than -in Five Ye»r«. 


The home grown melons will also be 


on the market, and according to 
the 


farmers, are better this year than they 
have been for the past five years. The 
dry weather has done much to improve 
:he later melons, improving theflavorss 
well as the size. The crop, however, has 
been greatly delayed. 


Sweet corn is the next addition to the 


local market. The'first corn1 to arrive 
s the Evergreen. This kind differs from 
the Stowell's Evergreen, which will come 
later on, as it has only 12 rows, while 
the latter has as many as 15 to 18. 


Cabbages Never So Cheap. 


Cabbages have ney^r been so cheap 


as this year, soy the grocers. The price, 
Tiowever, according to the dealers, does 
not seem to influence the demand, »B in 
spite of the extreme low prices, the 
people do not buy any more readily. 
Many of the grocers claim the cabbages 
sell faster when the price is 10 cents 
than when 2 for 5 cents.

Good News for "Wives.—Prof;

Jle quotes the following case: 


"A woman, the subject of epilepsy, 


consented to some minor operation on 
the pelvic organs, which took place, in 
the hospital. She Ictt the hospital,.say- 
ing that'she would consent to no further 
operation. She WHS induced to return, 
•and n major operation was performed. 
.... There was sonic evidence that the 
anesthetic for the operation was admin- 
istered to the patient when she was 
nslcep. 
The surgeon testified that her 


husband had given Vi-s consent to the 
second operation. The court held thalt 
whether such consent was obtained or 
not was -unimportant, because the' wife's 
consent- was necessary. 
A verdict was 


given for the plaintiff with exemplary 
damages—,$3,000. On appeal the verdict 
•\vas upheld, and tho court regarded the 
operation as a mutilation which the sur- 
geon had no right whatever to perform. 
This caw is the- precedent in the Ameri- 
can courts that the consent of the lius- 
tmnd is no legal substitute for the con- 
dent of his wife wlicu she is the subject 
vl operation."

A JURIST ON COMMISSION GOVERNMENT 


A Baltimore jurist expresses his con- 


cern in an article in the Baltimore Sun 
over what he fears is the decadence of 
popular government and the inaugura- 
tion of government by commission. He 
calls it the tendency to centralization 
and fears for the welfare of his coun- 
try un insiduous movement thoroughly 
opposing the spirit in which the found- 
ers of our republic accomplished their 
great work. This he say* was that of 
the liberty of the individual and tho 
government of the people by the acts 
alone of the people governed. Declares 
he, this tide is reversing and the form 
of' government ebbing from a govern- 
ment by the people, not by the accredit- 
ed representatives of the people, 
but 


through the boards and the commission 
that are appointed, not by the people, 
but for and over the people. 


This judge pointedly refers 
to 
the 


commission form of government for mu- 
nicipalities, though assuredly 
commin- 


sion government is existing today in 
every state and in the federal govern- 
ment in form of commission and many 
boards. But the particular complaint is 
that of the commission form of govern- 
ment of cities. Now if the people arc 
to judge of this new form, there are 
two ways, one of observing tho suc- 
cess secured by cities that try it, and 
the arguments of those opposing it, for 
it is doubtlessly true enough that before 
the real results of the decided change in 
governmental forms in our cities can bo 
really observed, it will take more than 
half a decade. It may take perhaps a 
generation. 


So says Judge Stockbridge, who deliv- 


ered an address ou-the occasion of the 
250th anniversary of the settlement of 
the town of Hadley, Mass., taking for 
his leading theme that of government. 
He says as to the change going on after 
his introduction, above referred to: 


"Some o£ the great cities of thin coun- 


try have already; adopted this change; 
in' some the" powers of the represiMita 


mpnt for the people and by the people, 
that 
csn 
or may lie in the municipal 


form of commission government. 


Arc there not many who may, and do 


hold this the ir:orc serious menace? Of 
course it is argued thai in some mat- 
ters legislatures and congress must, cre- 
ate boards to carry out the details of 
government, that is a.s to methods com- 
ing in with our modern civilization. Thi^) 
the reply to this would

ernment, in the executive authorities,

The rulings made by the State Utility 


Commission in the telephone cases and 
Antigo water case at Mudison this week 
are noticeable in the position taken, that 
while these -corporations may not take 
any illogical position as charging in as- 
suming as a factor in making rates its 
assumed valuation of franchises, on the 
other hand these may continue to charge 
their rates if it be found as in this Mari- 
nette case the gen-ice rotes Were some- 
what in excess of what might be safely 
reduced.

charging itself about 5 per cent straight 
for depreciation, which the commission 
declares is not enough unless the earn- 
ing rate on the money set aside _ for de- 
preciation be apsumed to be 
in 
the 


neighborhood of 10 per cent., the, same 
as The respondent company demanded to 
be allowed to earn as a fair rate of re- 
turn on its investment." 


This disputes the views of some who 


hold the depreciation of telephone plants 
equipped with modern appliances docs 
not reach this figure, while this state- 
ment gives the life of a Bell 'phone plant 
as about twelve years. 
But thin view 


now attaches to the Utility Commission 
of the state as against 
a 
somewhat 


higher depreciation percentage claimed 
hy the Wisconsin company and a lower 
depreciation by others. 


It is hoped the deciniou in the case of 


Racine versus the gas corporation where-

NAVY CENTERS AT MELILLA 


Spanish Vessels Gather to'Prevent At- 


tack By Moors Who- Resent Punitive

FROM COTTAGE.' 


BORN IN IRELAND IN 1802 


Although He Had for 
Years Declared 


Himself Penniless, Search of Trunks 
Reveals $1,580 in 
Gold in 
Ancient 


TruEk'"in Garret—Lived in Kenosha 


Forty Years. 


KKKOSHA, Vis., Aug. 13.—Anthony 


McCafl'erty, aged 107 years, the oldest 
man in Kcnosha county and thought to 
he the oldest man in V isconsin, died 
Wednesday at the village of Salem after 
a few days' illness. It is declared that 
the death of the old man came as a 
result of excitement caused by his being 
ejected from a cottage in Salem in which 
lie had lived with his daughter for many 
years. McCafferly was a native of Ire- 
land, but he had resided in the town of 
Salem for more than forty years. He 


a formerly a farmer in that town and 


owned a good sized farm, but he sold his 
farm years ago and since that time he 
and his daughter, n woman nearly 70 
years of age, had made their home west 
of salem. A few days npo the old man 
arid his daughter were'told that they 
could no longer occupy the place where 
they had made their home for years and 
their property wns loaded on a wagon 
and taken to Salem and'the old man be- 
came the care of the town officers of 
Salem. 
This removal seemed to break 


the old man's heart:. For years he had 
lived in the old torn down house with- 
out paying any rent and he objected 
strenuously to moving, declaring that he 
was penniless and that he had no place 
to go. 


Notwithstanding his pleas his furni- 


ture, making up a. wagon load, was tak- 
en from the house »nd started for Sa- 
lem. 
The movers threatened to throw 


the furniture off the wagon if the old 
man did not pay for moving it and then 
he managed to find a ton dollar gold piece 
hidden away in his clothes. When he 
got to Salem he declared that he had 
nothing, !>nt after his death Chairman 
Paccy und his daughter made an investi- 
gation of one of his trunk* and in it 
they found a bag of gold and bills. In 
the bug was Sl.oSO and it is claimed 
that the oid man had this money laid 
aside for -many years. 
It is thought 


possible that other monies may be fouhd 
among the trunks and boxes taken from 
the humble home of McCafTerty. Before 
he died McCafferty told the man about 
Salem that he was born in Ireland in 
September 1802. The story of his ex- 
treme age seems to be borne out by the 
fact that hia wife, who died in 1878 and 
who is buried in the Snlem cemetery, 
was 82 years of age ut the time of hur 
death. 
McCaffprty ha« two daughters 


surviving him, one of them at Salem 
and anotfcr somewhere in the east. The 
oM man was laid at rest by the side of 
his wife in the Snlcm cemetery yester- 
day. 


There is no doubt but that MoCaffer- 


ty was the oldest man in Kenosha coun- 
ty, but some of tho Salem people do not 
believe that he was over 101 years old.

The fire, brigade; of -the vessel, with 
two powerful, motor engines, turned oat 
immediately at the fir*t alarm and found 
the first saloon burning fiercely from 
end to end. Despite all their efforts the 
flames'. gradually .worked forward until 
they reached the steerage, consuming 
every partible of the woodwork there 
and 'then practically destroyed the fore 
hold, 


At this time the heat was tremendous 


and the flames, shooting high from the 
vesnel, attracted thousands of persons to 
the side of the river, where they remain- 
ed throughout the night.
